Ed. Bulletin: Some friend favored me ^^ iili 
a copy of last week's Republican in which I 
find a letter from a " Pound Gap," enthti- 
8ia.st, written from from bis mountain a rie 
in Letcher c^mnty. He assails tlie Kcpiib- 
can tor having called tlje Covington, Flern- 
infiMbnr}; and Pound (lap liailroad, the 
"Air-Ti«lit and Great Windy." And the 
"present management" of tlie Kepnbli 
can puts the blame on my shoulders, by 
avowing it.s staunch frieiulship for the road 
and objects to being held " responsible f( r 
what another man wrote acme few years 
nince." Well, as llie " i)r(^sent editor" of 
the liepublican makes a parade of honesty 
and morality, on the high-pressure plan, I 
am inclined to think he oii^^ht to know tlie 
facts attending the birth of the C. F. i<c P. 
G., R. R.. and the share that Maysville 
contributed to hasten that event — as our 
Iri>h friends would s;iy, " iinbeknowns tn 
herself." Not having the tiles at hand I 
must rely upon memory. Tlie facts are 
briefly and sul>st;inti:illy thes(>: When 
certain piet incts of Fleming county vtited 
a tax for bulldintir the M. & L., road, it 
WMS figi'eed that Maysville should coi- 
t ibute an equal sum for u branch from 
Flemingsburg to the main stem whenever 
the people of Fleming were ready to build 
it. Some years alter the main stein of 
the road was in operation, a delegation of 
Fleming folks waited on the Mavsvillo 
city council with a proposition for a bram h 
road from Flemingsburg to a point on tlie 
main line at or near Helena. They wanted 
money, and $.3(>0 were given them, 1o be 
credited on the Maysville subscription 
previously promised, but this was given 
with the impression that the gentlemc n 
were repre.sentinu the " branch road," and 
nothing else ; indeed they never hinted 
otherwise. Imagine, then, the surprise 
of our people when the high-sound- 
ing Covington, Flemingsburg & Pountl 
Ga[> Railroad was sprung upon them, tap- 
ping the main line at what is now Kliza- 
ville Station, and tending to the injury 
rather than the benefit of Maysville. 
Imagine, also, the "barrels of profaniiy" 
that were discharged by at least one mem- 
ber of the city council whose seal for the 
roa<l was thus betrayed. To make a loi>g 
story short the original Covington, Flem- 
ingsburg & Pound Gap Railroad was 
heli>ed along with money obtaine«l under 
false i^retenses, to use no harsher term. 
And this was the concern that I dubbed 
" Air-Tight and Great Windy." Does the 
" present editor of the liepublican claim 
to be a staunch friend" to that manage- 
ment? 

But perhaps tlie "Air-Tight and (Jreat 
Windy" of the post is not the "Cincinnati 
& Southern" of the present. It was a good 
idea for the new managers to change the 
nume. It was a bad idea for Maysville to 
let them change the route. Running 
through Maysville, the road wouKI have 
been of great benefit to your people — man- 
nfi'ctnrers especially. Running through 
Mayslick, it will be of great injury to you. 
I think council committed a grave error 
by refusing to submit tlie proposition to 
the citizens ; but with past expe/ience be- 
fore them their actiona ahould uot be oen* 
sured loo sharply. 

The " present editor" of the Republican 
may learn a good deal about local railroad 
enterprises if ne will consult the tiles of that 
paper he has and which I have not. When 
I founded the Republican there was not 
even talk of a railroad in Maysville ; and 
the one that has been built, and each of 
those that has been projected, received 
the heartiest support from the paper while 
it was under my control, as, indeed, did 
every public improvement that gave 

Sromise of good to the people. I shouM 
ialike very much to answer for the sius 
of thoae who have eontroUed its cslttmna 
since June, 1870.

During the winter of 1.S71-I872 MOO people 
fell victims to the criniinal neglect (if the 
authorities in not making vaccination com' 
pulsory. During the w'inter of 1875-1876 
1,100 more vi.'fiiiis were .sa^-rillced. The 
awful record fur this " inti-r is now being 
made up. In Great Britain and in Ger- 
many, where the compulsory vaccination 
obtains, smuli-pox as an epidemic is un- 
known.
